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Continuation of 1 1 ) of the reasons of record. Applicants urging that obscurity may be relevant when considering the teaching of the prior 
art as a whole under 35USC103 is totally unconvincing. There is no obscure reference when considering the art taken as a whole under 
35USC103. Patentability is determined on what the art, all art, taken as a whole teaches at the time of applicants invention. If the 
reference is a publication or a patent it is a reference and no distinctions are made as to how public the document is. It is also apparently 
urged that the number of references is indicia against obviousness. Claims must be novel and unobvious to be patentable. Applcant is 
cleariy not the first to place a conventional dip containing package in an outer package along with a food product to be consumed with the 
dip and applicant is clearly not the first to provide dip in the recited container. To modify the primary reference and substitute one 
conventional dip containing container for another conventional dip containing container for its art recognized and applicants intended use 
as a dip containing container would have been unequivocally obvious. Finally, as noted previously, Vonderhorst et al is not being relied on 
for its packaging method but rathert hat it was well established to provide a bag of snack chips with a package of dip contained therein.. 
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
